Furthermore, the real extent of the serious- 
nese of affairs is not yet clear to the average 
German, because of the very instability which 
ie so dreadfully perilous. The variability of 
prices of necessaries is accompanied by a rise of 
the prices for services, so that, for the moment, 
it seems as though all that one has to do is to 
become accustomed to thinking in terms of 
larger figures. Behind all this is the fact 
that things are costing more, 
obligatjons to. foreign countries for 
supplied in exchange for German paper 
growing every day. The full significance of 
this inevitable extravagance will only become 
apparent when the conditions become more 
steady. The paper in circulation is at present 
so much depreciated that a common labourer 
now handles sims only dreamed of formerly by 
millionaries; but thc assumption behind all 
this paper is that it is ultimately redeemable 
ins gold, and to declare otherwise would be to 
declare a state of bankruptcy, followed by the 
total collapse of the whole edifice of the Btate. 

The process of return to former stability will 
also have a tragic history. It ig a well-known 
economic law that times of falling prices are 
times of hardship, and, if conditions have to 
be brought about in which all the paper must 
be redeemed it means that the paper will 
have to regain its former face value; hence 
prices will be always tending to fall. This 
will, moreover, mean that labour must. be con- 
tent with a nominally lower rate than at pre- 
sent, so far as the sum in marks is concerned. 
One can better imagine than describe what 
complications will follow before the colossal 
figures paid at present for labour will be 
relinquished. 

Such are a few of the superficial considera- 
tions that face the statesman to-day, when he 
looks at the financial prospects. It is doubtful 
capable 


if any one man exists who. is 

of seriously setting to work on a solu- 
tion. Naturally, by regulating export 
and import so that only euch articles 


are imported as may be absolutely necessary 
for life, or may directly serve to provide em- 
ployment, while only fully manufactured, or, at 
any rate, a limited proportion of half-manufac- 
tured, goods may be exported—thus holding 
fast to all raw materials—something may be 
done to prevent the situation from growing 
worse. The taxation will have to be cleverly 
worked out, too, so that it leaves a margin on 
which to work. But it all comes back to the old 
cry of “increase production.” There is & limit, 
however, to the amount “oí k, hence 
the amount of productivity, that one man can 
perform. The efficiency of Germany befare the 
war was so far greater than that of other in- 
dustrial countries that it attracted hordes of 
observers, who took the country as a model. 
How it is possible to squeeze more productivity 
out of this aiready extraordinarily efficient 
machine is not yet clear. However, one can but 
try. That brings 1s back to the loan. 

It is no gift granted out of sympathy for dis- 
tress. It is moncy advanced in order to repair 
a broken organism, so that it may function 


again. We want G@rmany to keep her pro- 
mises. She must not be allowed to go bank- 
rupt. The extent of the Joan was suppoted to 


have been about £100,000,000, but, translated 
into marke, it is a colossal amount. The in- 
terest alone would mean twice the gum required 
to meet the interest on the total war indebted- 
ness. Jt is not intended, however, that Ger- 
many shall be free to use this money at her 
discretion. At the utmost she will only get 
one-third of the amount. The rest will be used 
to supply materials for the reconstruction of the 
damaged territories, and the bills will “be 
charged up to Germany.”

Mr. T. P. O'Connor said that he admitted 
that the notice was short, but he had given it 
early in the day, though it did not happen to 
reach the Attorney-General. He hoped that 
the right hon. gentleman would see the urgency 
of the matter, im face of the reports in the 
newspapers, that many of the unfortunate men 
who were in iail were at the present moment 
in deadly peril of death. _(Laughter.)

FURTHER STATEMENT.

Was it a fact that there was great anxiety in 
Dublin and in Ireland generally ; that several of 
these youn men might die within the next few 
hours! as it true that a general strike had 
been threatened to bring about the release of 
the men, afl was ij the Government’s policy 
to permit purely political prisoners, not placed 
on trial, in their present state of exaltation to 
starve to death, and so commit suicide? 

Mr. Denis Henry, rney-Genera] for Ire- 
land, said that since the member for the Scot- 
land Division of Liverpool had put a question 
which at the moment he was le to answer, 
he had communicated with Dublin, and he 
would read a telegram he had received as to the 
Mountjoy Prison hunger strike. The Pri 
Board reported that the condition. of all 
the prisoners on hunger strike in Mount- 
joy was weak, and tha some were 
nearing the danger zone. The number on sirike 

was 89. The total number of so-called politica] 
prisoners at present in Mountjoy Prison was 

151. The number of those under sentence was 

seven, and the number under detention; in- 
cluding those awaiting trial, was 81. The result 

of the figures was that there were 89 out of 15] 
on hunger-strike, and the 89 included a 
number of convicted prisoners, including men 
convicted in the ordinary way before a jury.

“ That, as a protest against the mhuman 
treatment of litical prisoners now in 
prison in Dublin and elsewhere without 
trial, amd the consequent degradation of 
men of. their standing, we, the railway 
workers, . have decided. to withdraw our 
labour as a protest against such treatment 
meted out to our fellow-countrymen in their 
fight for political freedom. We call upon 
the Government at once to either liberate 
the political prisoners or place them upon 
trial, and give them an opportunity of 
proving their innocence or guilt. No nation 
could for a moment withstand the trend of 
public opinion in its undoubted opposition 
to such a reactionary Government policy.” 

This action on the part of the railwaymen 
has, it is stated, been taken on their own re- 
sponsibility, and has not been authorised by the 
National Union of Railwaymen. In addition, 
the men employed at the Inchicore railway 
works have decided to strike. 

The Vehicle Workers’ Union has instructed 
its members to cease work ‘as from midnight, 
so that no trams will be running in Dublin to- 
day.

I suppose you know what your officer stated 
on Saturday with regard to carrying ont opera- 
tions at the Lord Mayor's residence? Da you 
consider that your officer acted rightly in con- 
ducting the search without the police? I do. 

Do you consider the officer acted rightly in 
persisting in ‘the search when he was informed 
of the tragedy that had occurred? I would say 
that orders given to officers. in making arrest 
invariably include search. In a case such as 
this it could not possibly have been foreseen, 
and consequently could not have been provided 
for. The officer was placed in a very awkward 
Position. He had to rely on his own judgmett 
whether a search should be carried ont under 
the circumstances or not. 

Don’t you think that your officer could have 
communicated by telephone to Headquarters, 
when he found how things were? I,very much 
doubt if he knew that there was a telephone on 
the premises. 

Asked by Mr. Lynch were any steps taken by 
the military to ascertain the whereabouts of 
the Lord.

The Coroner—I think it is a very proper re- 
solution.
